the Legal Commission of the Minis~

MARKS OF A FOOL 
Dec. 8. 

Dr, Thring, one of the greatest 
headmasters | who ever lived, 
once told a pupil that the end 
of all education was to learn not: 
to be a fool. Sir Henry Hadov 
Vice-Chancellor of Shetfield 
versity, in a recent specch-lay 
address has amplified this’ die- 
tum by enumerating the marks 
of the fool. He says there are 
three of them, ‘The first is that 
the fool makes the same mistake 
twice: the socqd, that he loats 
and wastes time; while the thir 
is that he thinks more of him- 
self than he does of his job, and 
this, Sir Henry remarks, is the 
most poisonous of the three, 

It was said of the Bourbon 
dynasty. in France that its mem- 
bers learnt nothing and forgot. 
nothing, and it may be said with 
an equal amount of truth that 
both nations and individuals are 
far too prone to learn nothing 
from their mistakes and failures, 
History teems with instances of 
races, governments and person 
falling into exactly the same er= 
rors as they have done on form- 
‘er occasions, Their mistakes have 
taught thom nothing. Faced 
with the same combination of 
circumstances, they will commit 
exactly the same mistakes again 
and again, To the wise man 
the making of an error is a 
valuable piece of education. Ie 
carefully examines the whole 
situation, Jearns just where he 
has gone wrong and where he 
has been misled by appearances, 
and go determines that, when 
next he encounters a similar pro- 
blem he will act in a different 
manner, ‘The same line of rea 
soning applies to communities, 
though history teaches us that 
the community has been slower 
than the individual in utilizing 
its past errors as stepping stones 
to better things.

Official from Sinkiang Gives a 
Graphic Account 


Mr, Lu Hsiao-tsu, seeretary to the 
chief of staf of the Province of 
Sinkiang in the far Northwest, has 
arrived at Nanking andin an 
Yerview with the representative of 
4 local paper, has given an attrac- 
picture of life in this outlying: 
provinee, He said: "Our territory 
Ties far from the centre of China. 
Communications are difficult and 
for the last wor three months we 
have been inundated with wikl_ and 
very disturbing rumours. We have 
Heard that a certain General was 
preparing to march his troops into 
Sinkiang and that another leader 
proposed to reorxanize our distriet. 
‘There tales not only provoked the 
‘resentment of natives of the provines 
Dut they are absolutely: inconsistent 
with the policy of the Central yov- 
ermmnt which is well disposed. to- 
wards ux. The truth is that we had 

upheaval about July 7, but Mr. 
Kin, the President of oar provincial 
committee, put down with a firm 
hand and took instant measures of 
‘ropreasion against any threatened 
onewal of the disturbance. From 
‘that date the province has been 
untroubled and peaceful. 





















































‘Talent for Self-Government 
“Eyer since Yang Taerg-sin took 
the government of the pro- 

ince, seventeen years .ae, the 
people have manifested a talent for 
self-government, All who are well 
disposed towards us, whether they 
the neighbouring countries oF govern= 








ament officials, find a reeiproeal 
friendship on our part. The 
eontequence ix that during these 
years we have neither incurred 





outside debt nor added a cont of 
‘extra taxation. In the early years 
‘of the Republié the central gov. 
ferment made ov provinee an annual 
grant of Tls, 2,100,000, For the last 
ton years it has not remitted a 
cent to us and our finances be- 
came insufficient for our needs. We 
thereupon issued provineial “notes 
which were made legal tender for 
ail taxes and the people took them 
up without the least difficulty. 
Notes from outside provinces are 
rot wanted and have no currency 
‘amongst us, This shows the people's 
determination to be self-reliant and 
independent. 


Communism Not Wanted 

“The border of our provinee 
marches with that of Russia in 
Siboria, Six or soven-tenths of 
Russia's exports to the Bast are 
‘taken by Sinkiang. But the com- 
modities we buy are agricultural 
necessities and leather goods: the 
yaw materials of which these things 
ture made are all locally produced.

‘Tongshan, Nov. 21. 
‘The Tongshan community, which 
for many years has been proud of 
its hospital service, has had special 
reason to boast during the past few 
months, owing to the inestimable 
service it has rendered in looking 
‘after soldiers wounded in the recent 
fighting in the district between 
‘Tongsnan and Lanchow. During the 
closing engagements of the cam- 
paign against the Chihli-Shantung 
remnants, the fighting at the Lan- 
chow front was particularly heavy 
‘and several thousand men on both 
sides were wounded, Of these, 0 
large proportion were drafted to the 
K.M.A, base hospital, About 300 
‘of the more serious eases were re- 
ceived as in-patients, additional ac~ 
‘commodation being provided at the 
Hospice for the purpose of dealing 
with this large number, At the 
same time, hundreds of less serious- 
ly wounded soldiers were treated in 
‘the outspatient department. 

‘The majority of the above-men- 
tioned in-patients have now been 
discharged cured and not only has 
the K.M.A, provided them with free 
board and lodging and medical at- 
tention during their residence in the 
hospital, but, on leaving, it present- 
ed to each Chibli-Shantung soldier 
ticket to Tientsin and a few dol- 
lars, For those still remaining in 
hospital, most of them now convales- 
cent, even more generous treatment 
is in store, The Medical Superin- 
tendent, Dr. J. B. Muir, has lately 
made arrangements between the 
K.M.A. on the one hand and the 
Jocal Red Cross Society on the other 
to supply to these men, on dis 
charg’, not only a railway ticket 
and a grant of money, but also a 
wadded suit of winter clothes, so 
that they may return to their homes 
in comfort, 

General's Gratitude 

In token of the gratitude whic 
he felt for what had been done in 
‘attending to the needs of the Chibli 
Shantung soldiers, as well as his 
‘own, Gen, Pei Chung-hsi recently 
prepared and presented to the hos: 
pital a beautiful tablet on which was 
inscribed characters which may be 
roughly rendered:—"Such__wide- 
spread love will always be cherished 
in our breasts,” i.e, will never be 
forgotten by the soldiers.

In handing over the tablet to the 
hospital, Gen, Kuo voiced the fecl- 
ings of ‘gratitude of Gen. Pei, who 
unfortunately was unable to be pre~ 
sent, and said that he really did not 
Know what would have happened to 
‘the poor helpless soldiers but for 
the timely and generous help af 
forded them by the hospital. 

‘The Medical Superintendent, Dr. 
Suir, in thanking Gen. Pei for his 
gift and kind wishes, said he would 
Tike to take this opportunity of 
publicly thanking the members of 
Kis staff for their loyalty during a 
most difficult time. During all the 
months they were kept overwhelm- 
ingly busy and in a constant state 
of overwork, he never heard the 
slightest complaint from any of 
them. Ile closed by expressing the 
wish that this last war in Lanchow 
‘would be the last civil war in China 
amd that hereafter the country 
would enjoy penpetual peace.

Wrong Outside Laboratory 





In an interesting paper on “Some 
Aspects of Seience, Leading and 
Misleading” read by Miss Farnell 
SC, ALC, at a meeting of 
the Majestic Open Circle it was 
shown how scientists in general fail 
to apply the rules of their game, 
which imply dispassionate ideals of 
‘evidence, proof and detachment, to 
matters outside the laboratory. 

‘The scientist is rerarded by the 
lay public as never wavering from 
his passion for actual statements 
‘and logical inferences—an entirely 
untruthful picture. The scientist 
should live up to this measure of 
him but fails," His meticulous care 
and agony of honesty usually ex- 
tend only to his researches; beyond 
that he is as irrational, as eredulous, 
and us subject to aberrations as the 
unsophisticated voter. In illustra- 
tion convineing evidence was given 
‘of the nonsense perpetrated by such 
distinguished author 
Oliver Lodge, Freud, 


































Obstruction to Progress 
In the history of 
the greatest hindrances to progress 
hhas been the use of great names as 
authorities in themselves, Many 
great scientists and scientific bodies 
have obstructed progress by using

val Society has erred at nearly 
all the great turning-points. The 
French Academy of Seience was op- 
pored to Darwin and the Academy 
of Medicine bitterly red thelr 
Pasteur.

‘mony it has been experimental 
monstrated that observations are 
herfect, that they are imperfectly 
embered, that imagination dis- 
torts them, that the emotional atates 
influence them and that inaccuracy 
is introduced im the telling of them, 
Hence these researches throw great 
doubt on the accuracy of historical 
records and on judicial procedure.

that mankind has always believed 
that death was not the end of 
human existence and thit the dead 
are somet?mes able to communicate 
with the living. On the other hand 
their opponents aver that a beliet 
in Spiritualism has not been un- 
iversal and even if it were that 
would he no proof of survival as 
men have always firmly believed 
in things which are not true.

Blix at AW.C. 


A. very interesting general meet 
ing took place at the American 
Women's Club on December 4, 
when Norway was the subject put 
before the large gathering of mem- 
bers. 

Mr, C, Blix gave a short lecture 
on Norway, illustrated with lantern 
slide views of many of the most 
beautiful and famous parts of the 
country, and this was followed by 
the rendering of Norwegian music 
at the piano by Mrs, Sem and 
Norwegian folksongs by Mrs. 

(eh. all of which were greatly 
appreciated by the audience, 

In his lecture Mr. Blix gave first 
‘4 short outline of the geography of 
Norway and then told briefly of 
her famous traditions which had 
been handed down by word of mouth 
from generation to generation, 
‘Those verbal narratives, he said, were 
cealled Sagn, and were divided into 
tivo classes, the Gudexan, or tales of 
the ods, and the Heltcasagm, the 
tales of many other gods who were 
worshipped in far off times, Mr. 
Blix then explained the groat gods 
‘Odin and Thor to his listeners be- 
fore passing on to other aspects of 
the ancient mythology. Many of 
these tales, he said, had been 
translated into English, and of these 
‘one of the best known was the story 
of Frithjof and Ingeborg.

4,500, The insurance company have| 
contracted “to pay or make good all 
namely, indemnify the| 
plaintiff in the event of loss by fre, 
and have contracted to do so up to a 
total sum of Hankow Tis, 4,500. It 
is an entirely different contract to 
that of life assurance, which 
is a contract to pay a 
sum on the occurrence of a certain 
event.
